Family  Practice  at  MCV 

Fitzhugh  Mayo,  M.D. 
Professor  and  Chairman,  Department  of  Family  Practice 


The  Department  of  Family  Prac- 
tice was  established  in  July,  1970, 
with  the  specific  purpose  of  helping 
to  alleviate  the  shortage  of  primary 
care  physicians  in  Virginia.  The  State 
Legislature  had  provided  funds  for 
family  practice  programs  to  both  of 
Virginia's  medical  schools. 

The  department  at  MCV  has  estab- 
lished a  system  of  four  residency  pro- 
grams, numerous  undergraduate  ex- 
periences, and  a  system  of  measuring 
primary  care.  It  is  currently  the  sec- 
ond largest  university  department  of 
family  practice  in  the  United  States. 

Background 

The  shortage  of  primary  physicians 
in  the  United  States  was  finally  offi- 
cially recognized  in  1967  with  the  pub- 
lication of  the  "Millis  Report,"  fol- 
lowed closely  by  similar  reports  of 
the  AMA  and  AAMC.  Many  other 
public  reports  have  subsequently  con- 
firmed its  findings. 

The  shortage  appears  to  be  typical 
in  Virginia.  During  the  period  1950- 
1970,  Virginia  gained  33%  in  popu- 
lation while  at  the  same  time  gradu- 
ates of  MCV  and  UVA  medical 
schools  entering  general  practice,  gen- 


eral internal  medicine,  and  pediatrics 
dropped  from  87  per  year  in  1950 
to  less  than  40  per  year  in  1970. 

The  department  has  made  a  detailed 
geographic  study  locating  all  full-time 
primary  care  physicians  in  the  State, 
calculating  primary  physician/popula- 
tion ratios  and  predicting  future  needs 
based  on  census  bureau  population 
change  predictions  and  attrition  rates 
in  present  physician  population.  These 
data  are  useful  in  determining  total 
residency  positions  needed  in  the 
State,  optimum  geographic  location  of 
these  residencies,  and  in  aiding  resi- 
dents in  locating  permanent  practice 
sites. 

Goals 

The  major  goals  of  the  family  prac- 
tice  department   are: 

1 )  to  relate  medical  education  to 
actual  medical  needs  of  the 
community;  and 

2)  to  produce  family  doctors  in 
appropriate  numbers  to  meet 
the  needs  of  Virginia. 

Programs 

Departmental  programs  include  (1) 
graduate,  (2)  undergraduate,  and  (3) 
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postgraduate.  The  system  of  primary 
care  measurement  underlies  curricu- 
lum development  in  all  three  areas. 

Graduate  programs,  or  family  prac- 
tice residencies,  are  the  central  me- 
chanisms for  producing  family  prac- 
titioners. Without  adequate  numbers 
of  quality,  residency  positions  in  the 
state,  meeting  Virginia's  primary  medi- 
cal needs  would  be  impossible. 

Family  practice  residencies,  to  be 
accredited  for  specialty  training,  are 
three  years  in  length  (including  the 
GM-1  or  internship)  and  must  include 
the  longitudinal  care  of  families  in  a 
practice  setting  throughout  the  resi- 
dency. Time  is  divided  between  hos- 
pital and  practice.  Consultant  teaching 
must  be  available  in  all  appropriate 
fields.  Most  residencies  include  be- 
havioral and  social  training  together 
with  the  basic  biological  curriculum. 

MCV  has  established  residency 
training  programs  at  Blackstone,  Fair- 
fax, Newport  News,  and  Virginia 
Beach.  Together  with  the  UVA  pro- 
grams at  Charlottesville  and  Roanoke, 
these  currently  provide  Virginia  with 
a  geographically  diffuse  system  of  fam- 
ily practice  residencies  which  will 
produce  forty-five  family  physicians 
per  year. 

Features  of  MCV's  programs  are: 

1 )  Full-time  faculty  experienced  in 
primary  care  to  manage  the 
residency. 

2)  Consultants  in  all  fields  who 
teach   daily   in   the   practice   as

well  as  the  hospital  setting. 

3)  A  practice  population  made  up 
of  all  socio-econimic  groups  in 
adequate  numbers. 

4)  Modern  physical  facilities — hos- 
pital and  family  practice  center. 

5)  Data  collection  system  which 
enables  access  to  the  patient 
population  by  clinical  problem, 
age,  sex,  and  census  tract.  This 
system  is  an  extremely  effective 
tool  in  clinical  practice  manage- 
ment and  essential  for  teaching 
in  a  practice  situation. 

6)  Curriculum  in  practice  organiza- 
tion and  managem.ent. 

Undergraduate  programs  at  all 
levels  are  designed  to  expose  medical 
students  to  patient  problems  as  they 
exist  in  the  community  with  particular 
emphasis  on  the  relationship  between 
psycho-social  problems  and  biologic 
disease. 

Present  Status 

The  MCV  family  practice  residency 
programs  now  include  sixty-seven 
residents  total.  The  system  has  been 
expanded  to  accept  thirty  residents 
per  year. 

Over  two  hundred  applicants  have 
applied  for  these  thirty  positions  for 
the  current  year.  The  quality  of  the 
residents  in  family  practice  has  been 
extremely  high  as  judged  by  the  de- 
partments responsible  for  the  hospital 
rotations. 

Future  Prospects 

Virginia  has  a  system  of  family 
practice  training  which  promises  to 
help  meet  the  primary  medical  needs 
of  the  state.  Emphasis  has  been 
placed  on  a  state-wide  system  within 
which  each  institution  can  perform 
its  appropriate  role.  A  continual  evalu- 
ation of  the  system  is  planned  to 
determine  how  well  it  is  meeting  Vir- 
ginia's needs.  Moderate  expansion 
based  on  these  needs  may  be  expected. 


Family  Practice— 

What  It's  All  About

According  to  figures  published  in 
August,  1973,  there  are  1,771  resi- 
dents in  family  practice  training  pro- 
grams in  this  country.  By  comparative 
standards,  this  is  not  a  very  impressive 
figure.  However,  when  one  considers 
that  this  represents  an  increase  of  739 
over  last  year,  and  that  756  of  these 
residents  are  in  the  first  year  of  train- 
ing, it  becomes  readily  apparent  why 
this  is  called  "the  fastest  growing 
specialty."  These  residents  are  train- 
ing in  173  programs.  In  1969  there 
were  only  30  approved  family  practice 
residency  training  programs  in  this  en- 
tire country.  In  1971  there  were  87, 
and  as  can  be  seen  from  the  above 
figures,  the  number  has  doubled  in 
the  last  two  years.  The  immediate  goal 
adopted  by  the  Congress  of  Delegates 
of  the  American  Academy  of  Family 
Physicians  is  "to  establish  sufficient 
first  year  family  practice  residency 
openings  to  accommodate  a  minimum 
of  25%  of  the  medical  graduates  each 
year." 


Perhaps  we  should  pause  at  this 
point  to  consider  terminology.  In  Octo- 
ber, 1973,  the  American  Academy  of 
Family  Physicians  adopted  the  follow- 
ing definition:  "The  family  physician 
is  a  physician  who  practices  in  the 
discipline  of  family  medicine  whose 
training  and  experience  qualify  him 
to  practice  in  several  fields  of  medicine 
and  surgery,  with  particular  emphasis 
on  the  family  unit,  who:  (a)  serves  the 
public  as  the  physician  of  first  contact 
and  means  of  entry  into  the  health 
care  system;  (b)  evaluates  his  pa- 
tient's total  health  needs,  providing 
personal  medical  care  within  one  or 
more  fields  of  medicine,  and  refers  the 
patient  when  indicated  to  appropriate 
sources  of  care  while  preserving  the 
continuity  of  his  care;  (c)  assumes 
responsibility  for  his  patient's  com- 
prehensive and  continuing  health  care 
and  acts  as  coordinator  of  his  patient's 
health  services;  and  (d)  accepts  re- 
sponsibility for  his  patient's  total 
health  care,  including  the  use  of  con- 
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sultants,  within  the  context  of  their 
environment,  including  the  community 
and  family  or  comparable  social  unit." 
The  Academy  also  adopted  the  fol- 
lowing distinction  between  family  phy- 
sicians and  primary  physicians:  "Fam- 
ily physicians  are  trained  to  provide 
continuing,  comprehensive  care  to  all 
members  of  a  family.  They  are  the 
advocates  for  their  patients  to  obtain 
quality  health  care  services.  Family 
physicians  may  give  primary,  second- 
ary, and  tertiary  care.  Primary  phy- 
sicians are  physicians  of  first  contact 
and  the  term  is  descriptive  of  function 
and  has  nothing  to  do  with  training 
in  the  discipline  of  family  medicine." 
Why  did  this  new  specialty  develop? 
The  answer  to  that  is  rather  simple. 
It  came  about  to  fill  a  void  which  had 
developed  in  our  delivery  of  health 
care.  Medical  educators  in  this  nation 
had  worked  fervently  to  eliminate  the 
general  practitioner.  They  considered 
him  an  obsolete,  antiquated  relic  of 
the  horse  and  buggy  era.  Not  only  were 
students  not  encouraged  to  go  into  gen- 
eral practice,  they  were  openly  co- 
erced not  to  lower  themselves  to  that 
level.  During  this  black  era  of  medical 
education,  the  prestige  of  the  family 
physician  sank  to  an  all-time  low. 
This  fact  alone  discouraged  most  medi- 
cal students  from  entering  such  a  ma- 
ligned field  of  practice.  For  all  intents 
and  purposes,  the  well  had  dried  up 
for  general  practice.  In  the  meantime, 
attrition  was  taking  its  toll  of  general 
practitioners  in  both  rural  and  urban 
areas.  Other  specialties  were  called  on 
to  take  up  this  slack  in  the  urban  areas.

but  this  was  not  feasible  in  small  towns. 
Patients  were  now  entering  secondary 
and  even  tertiary  levels  of  medical 
care  without  having  seen  a  primary 
physician  at  all.  An  obvious  breach 
had  developed  between  our  nation's 
need  for  health  care  and  our  ability 
to  supply  this  need. 

A  study  of  great  importance  was 
published  in  1966.  This  was  the  Re- 
port of  the  Citizens  Commission  on 
Graduate  Medical  Education,  commis- 
sioned by  the  American  Medical  Asso- 
ciation, "The  Graduate  Education  of 
Physicians."  This  is  known  as  the 
Millis  Report.  It  has  been  the  most 
influential  document  on  medical  edu- 
cation since  the  Flexner  Report  of  the 
turn  of  the  century.  In  addition,  other 
reports  were  published  at  about  the 
same  time,  including  the  National 
Commission  on  Community  Health 
Services  and  the  Ad  Hoc  Committee 
on  Education  for  Family  Practice.  All 
of  these  pointed  to  the  dire  need  for 
primary  physicians  in  this  country. 
There  followed  considerable  dialogue 
on  who  the  primary  physician  should 
be.  In  response  to  this,  the  American 
Board  of  Family  Practice  was  created. 
This  Board  came  up  with  two  unique 
innovations  which  have  had  a  pro- 
found influence  on  medical  education: 
1.  No  grandfather  clause — all  diplo- 
mates  must  first  qualify  by  virtue  of 
post-graduate  education,  or  residency 
training,  and  by  passing  the  Board 
examinations;  2.  Recertification-seven 
years  after  the  first  certification,  the 
diplomate  must  submit  to  re-examina- 
tion. 

Although  the  survival  of  the  family 
physician  now  seems  assured,  it  will 
take  many  years  to  correct  the  mal- 
distribution of  physicians  in  this  coun- 
try. In  1938  75%  of  all  physicians 
were  general  and  family  practitioners. 


By  1970,  this  figure  had  dropped  to 
19%.  No  one  knows  what  the  proper 
ratio  should  be  today,  but  unquestion- 
ably it  lies  somewhere  between  these 
two  figures.  Nineteen  per  cent  is  far 
too  low.  Seventy-five  per  cent  is  un- 
realistic in  view  of  the  present  state 
of  high  sophistication  of  medical  tech- 
nology. The  AMA  recently  adopted 
the  goal  of  50%  of  all  medical  school 
graduates  entering  the  fields  of  pri- 
mary care.  This  includes  family  prac- 
tice, pediatrics  and  a  portion  of  in- 
ternal medicine.  Whatever  the  correct 
figure  may  be,  it  is  imperative  that 
medical  educators  assume  more  re- 
sponsibility for  distribution  than  they 
have  in  the  past.  They  must  be  more 
responsive  to  the  needs  of  society. 
Top  heavy  programs,  such  as  have 
developed  in  surgery,  must  be  mini- 
mized. Improved  methods  of  determin- 
ing our  present  and  future  needs  must 
be  developed.  Our  current  lack  of 
knowledge  in  this  regards  is  amazing 
and  deplorable. 

Responding  to  the  needs  of  the 
people,  the  Virginia  State  Legislature 
has  been  very  generous  in  its  support 
of  family  practice  training  in  our  two 
medical  schools.  The  Medical  College 
of  Virginia  was  well  prepared,  and 
reacted  quickly  to  this  support.  As  a 
result.  Dr.  Fitzhugh  Mayo  left  his 
practice  in  Virginia  Beach  to  establish 
an  outstanding  Department  of  Family 
Practice  at  MCV.  The  training  pro- 
grams which  he  has  developed  are 
truly  outstanding  comparing  favorably 
with  any  in  the  nation.  The  University 
of  Virginia  was  somewhat  slower  to 
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respond,  and  elected  not  to  establish 
a  separate  Department  of  Family  Prac- 
tice, but  rather  to  make  it  a  division 
of  the  Department  of  Medicine.  East- 
ern Virginia  Medical  School  has  quite 
recently  tapped  a  family  physician 
in  a  small  Virginia  town  to  head  its 
program.  It  is  anticipated  that  in  the 
not  too  distant  future,  these  combined 
programs  will  be  turning  out  90  fully 
trained  family  physicians  per  year. 
Each  will  have  had  a  minimum  of 
three  years  of  postgraduate  training. 
He  will  be  fully  qualified  and  capable 
of  caring  for  90%  of  the  medical 
problems  he  will  encounter  and  of 
properly  referring  the  remaining  10%. 


Compared  to  his  predecessor,  the  old 
"G  P",  he  will  be  superbly  trained. 
Some  of  this  training  will  be  in  a 
teaching  model  of  a  physician's  office, 
dealing  with  a  patient  population  rep- 
resentative of  that  which  he  is  likely 
to  face  when  he  establishes  practice. 
This  is  the  family  physician  of  the 
future.  The  Medical  College  of  Vir- 
ginia can  well  be  proud  of  the  part 
it  has  played  in  his  creation.

Family  Practice- 
Gloucester  County 


Gloucester  County,  whose  motto  is 
"Land  of  the  Life  Worth  Living"  is 
surrounded  and  intertwined  with  bays, 
rivers,  and  creeks  in  Eastern  Virginia. 
It  was  here  that  the  Indian  maiden 
Pocahontas  saved  the  life  of  Captain 
John  Smith,  and  here  that  Augustine 
Warner,  great-grandfather  of  George 
Washington  settled  and  was  buried. 
We  have  buildings  still  standing  that 
were  built  prior  to  1700. 

The  population  grew  rapidly  to 
about  10,000  and  then  stayed  there 
one  hundred  and  fifty  years.  However 
in  recent  years,  the  growth  rate  in  the 
county  is  among  the  highest  in  the 
state.  There  are  now  14,500  people 
on  223  square  miles  of  waterfront  and 
countryside. 

Gloucesterites  have  always  felt  that 
Gloucester  County  is  one  of  the  favor- 
ite spots  on  the  globe  and,  when  I 
came  back  home  to  Gloucester  in 
1948,  there  were  six  other  family 
physicians  in  active  practice  in  the 
County.  In  those  early  years  of  my 
practice,  there  was  plenty  to  do  and 
there  was  no  reason  to  believe  that 
our  pleasant  county  would  not  always 
draw  in  young  physicians  to  replace 
the  expected  attrition  by  age.  Soon, 
however,  national  statistics  showed  the 
decline  in  family  physicians  in  the  na- 
tion and  in  our  county,  the  physician 
population  was  reduced  by  the  death 
of  several  of  the  older  physicians,  in- 
dicating that   Gloucester  would  soon

be  needing  more  physicians  than  were 
going  to  be  available. 

Hoping  to  help  in  some  small  way 
to  overcome  the  shortage,  I  joined  the 
Virginia  component  of  the  American 
Academy  of  Family  Physicians  (then 
the  A  AGP),  the  organization  most 
active  in  upgrading  the  quality  and 
increasing  the  supply  of  family  prac- 
tice physicians. 

I  became  active  in  the  preceptor- 
ship  program  of  the  Virginia  Chapter 
of  the  AAFP  in  the  late  fifties  and 
early  sixties.  My  office  had  preceptees 
from  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia 
and  the  George  Washington  University 
School  of  Medicine  sporadically  for 
several  years.  Several  of  these  fine 
young  men  have  gone  into  family  prac- 
tice, but  none  so  far  in  Gloucester. 

In  1972,  my  office  was  made  avail- 
able as  an  elective  for  the  third  year 
residents  in  the  Riverside  Hospital 
Family  Practice  Residency  Program 
and,  since  that  time,  one  of  the  resi- 
dents has  worked  daily  with  me  in 
the  office.  This  continues  to  be  an 
exciting  and  stimulating  experience  for 
me  personally  and  I  hope  and  believe 
that,  as  these  young  physicians  see  the 
beauty  of  the  county  and  the  friendly 
way  of  life  here,  some  will  come  back 
here  to  practice  when  their  military 
and  other  commitments  are  satisfied. 
Gloucester  needs  them,  as  we  are 
now  down  to  two  full-time  and  three 
part-time  practitioners.

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HERMAN    D.    MELTON,    SR. 

1889-1973 

Mr.  Herman  D.  Melton,  Sr.,  was 
born  in  Glen  Allen,  Virginia,  October 
5,  1889.  He  was  first  employed  here 
on  February  2,  1909,  as  the  sole  tech- 
nician of  the  University  College  of 
Medicine  under  Dr.  Guy  Hopkins,  at 
the  salary  of  $18  per  month.  He  was 
the  only  technician  for  the  depart- 
ments of  histology,  pathology,  and 
clinical  pathology. 

In  1910  he  helped  perform  the  first 
Wassermann  test  at  the  University 
College  of  Medicine.  In  those  early 
days  there  were  no  incubators  capable 
of  maintaining  body  temperatures  for 
indefinite  periods  of  time.  He  per- 
sonally incubated  the  tubes  containing 
the  test  materials  by  holding  them 
under  his  arms  for  long  periods  of 
time. 

Mr.  Melton  saw  his  laboratory  de- 
stroyed by  the  fire  of  1910  which 
erased  the  entire  University  College 
of  Medicine  building  then  standing  on 
the    present    site    of    McGuire    Hall. 


Moving  to  temporary  quarters  in  an 
adjacent  building  (formally  located 
on  the  site  of  the  present  Lyons  Build- 
ing) he  managed  to  furnish  uninter- 
rupted clinical  laboratory  service  dur- 
ing this  critical  period. 

When  the  University  College  of 
Medicine  and  the  Medical  College  of 
Virginia  were  consolidated  in  1913, 
Mr.  Melton  had  the  additional  re- 
sponsibility for  all  the  laboratory  work 
of  the  departments  of  histology  and 
embryology  under  Dr.  S.  P.  Moon. 
He  now  had  a  new  laboratory  in  the 
brand  new  McGuire  Hall  and  a  new 
salary — $25  a  month. 

Shortly  after  the  first  world  war, 
Mr.  Melton  took  in  Mr.  Bernard 
Peterson  as  an  apprentice  technician. 
This  apprenticeship  lasted  for  seven 
years  and  marked  the  beginning  of 
the  "Melton  School  of  Medical  Tech- 
nology and  Microtechnique."  This 
"school"  turned  out  over  a  dozen 
graduates,  most  of  whom  held  and  a 
few  still  hold  responsible  positions  at 
the  present  time. 


With  the  reorganization  of  the  Medi- 
cal College  in  1923  Mr.  Melton  be- 
came affiliated  full  time  with  the 
department  of  anatomy  where  he  re- 
mained until  his  retirement  on  May 
II,  1965.  Through  his  many  years 
at  the  Medical  College  Mr.  Melton 
has  been  responsible  for  the  making 
of  untold  thousands  of  histological 
slides  for  use  by  students  of  neuro- 
anatomy and  histology.  In  1956  Mr. 
Melton  published  a  description  of  a 
technic  he  had  devised  for  the  perma- 
nent labeling  and  accurate  indexing 
of  celloidin  serial  sections.  In  the  first 
two  years  of  use,  more  than  15,000 
neurological  sections  had  been  marked 
by  his  method. 

Mr.  Herman  Melton  was  fatally 
stricken  on  October  23,  1973,  at  his 
home.  He  is  survived  by  two  daugh- 
ters, one  son,  and  six  grandchildren. 

He  was  an  exemplary  human  being. 
To  know  him  was  to  admire  and 
respect  him.  He  will  long  be  remem- 
bered by  his  colleagues  and  genera- 
tions of  students.

MCV  Receives  Grant 

RICHMOND — Massive  research  proj- 
ects involving  thousands  of  people  and 
perhaps  millions  of  dollars  usually  start 
when  the  spark  of  a  theory  receives 
tinder  for  a  pilot  project.  The  object  of 
medical  research  is  always  for  good — ■ 
and  in  the  area  of  cancer  research  not 
many  have  disparaging  words. 

The  American  Cancer  Society 
(ACS)  is  one  of  the  agencies  offering 
"tender"  to  research  institutions  in  the 
form  of  grants  for  research  projects, 
large  and  small. 

One  ACS  grant  is  in  use  to  fund  a 
pilot  research  project  by  Dr.  Page  S. 
Morahan,  a  microbiologist  at  the  Medi- 
cal College  of  Virginia.  With  $1,850 


from  the  ACS,  part  of  a  $40,000  in- 
stitutional grant  to  Virginia  Common- 
wealth University,  she  and  master's  de- 
gree candidate  Ronald  McCord  are 
looking  into  the  way  a  new  drug  in- 
hibits the  action  of  a  virus  linked  as  a 
possible  cause  of  cervical  cancer. 

The  drug  acts  by  inducing  resistance 
against  disease  in  the  host.  It  enhances 
the  host's  ability  to  kill  off  tumor  cells, 
and  it  may  increase  the  host's  ability  to 
produce  antibodies  which  attact  the 
virus.  But  the  drug  has  been  found 
to  be  toxic  to  humans  and  further  re- 
search is  underway  through  another 
grant  to  find  ways  to  get  around  the 
toxicity. 

Besides  being  implicated  in  cervical 
cancer,  the  Herpesvirus  type  2  causes 
more  common  infections  of  the  genital 
tract.  It  has  a  well  known  cousin, 
Herpes  type  1,  recognized  as  the  cause 
of  cold  sores.  If  the  pilot  research  on 
the  drug  confirms  its  potential,  wider 
research  and  greater  funding  will  un- 
doubtedly follow. 

The  $40,000  ACS  institutional  grant 
to  MCV  is  administered  at  the  uni- 
versity by  a  scientific  review  com- 
mittee of  the  proposed  Comprehensive 
Cancer  Center  at  MCV.
